cost of less than half the new 
brick figure,

Selectmen Not 
to Ask Funds 


The B. P. W. study of possible 
WPA projects continued this week 
in preparation for the September 
special town meeting which is to 
be called not solely on the initia- 
tive of the Board of Public Works 
but rather as the outgrowth of the 
joint meeting of selectmen, and fi- 
nance committee with the board a 
short while ago. At that time the 
members of the finance committee 
present agreed to transfer $5,000 
from the reserve fund to the then 
depleted WPA account to carry the 
workers through to September at 
which time according to the agree- 
ment, a special town meeting was 
to be held when vacationists had 
returned. Of the $15,000 reserve 
fund $10,000 had more or less been 
earmarked for the welfare account, 
and since the finance committee 
wished to hold $5000 in reserve for 
emergencies it was impossible ‘to 
transfer more than $5000 for WPA. 
This left only $5000 of the ear- 
marked $10,000 and it was thought 
at that time that the selectmen at 
the special town meeting would 
also ‘have to ask for extra welfare 
money, 

However, welfare expenditures 
have dropped off markedly since

Last Thursday 
night at the meeting of the Young 
Republicans here in Andover, there 
were strong, encouraging indica- 
tions that the Republican party 
would also realize that fact, and 
act on it. 

There aren’t many really thought- 
ful members of our Republican 
party who are particularly proud of 
the stands its standard-bearers took 
back in the Presidential election 
two years ago. It was nothing but 
a negative party; it sent its speak- 
ers up and down the land talking 
about the deprivations of the lib- 
erties our forefathers handed down 
to us; it preached freedom, rugged 
individualism, anti-paternalism. But 
the people then, and the people 
now, were interested not in the 
elorious idea of freedom so much 
as in the more practical idea of 
eating, of bringing something home 
every week with which to feed 
their young ones, with which to 
clothe their little limbs. They’d 
swap a square meal for all the 
rugged individualism in the uni- 
verse. The Republican party then 
did not answer the question of 
how they were going to eat; all it 
did was say that the Democratic 
politicians then in control were 
wrong, but they didn’t tell what 
was right. 

The resultant overwhelming de- 
feat should have taught the Repub- 
lican party a lesson, and it did 
teach some of them, although Alf 
Landon more from habit probably 
than anything else still talks about 
freedom and Herbert Hoover still 
preaches the cause of rugged in- 
dividualism. But one of ‘those who 
learned the lesson spoke to An- 
dover’s Young Republicans last 
Thursday night with thoughts that 
were a real stimulus to these young 
men who want their party to be a 
really progressive, positive, social- 
minded party with a real program 
to offer as a solution of today’s ills. 
Speaker of the House Horace Ca- 
hill asked why the W. P. A. men 
view with alarm the possibility of 
a Republican victory, and his ans- 
wer was this: ‘‘We haven’t pre- 
sented an affirmative program to 
appeal to those boys!”

“Phoney” State Tax 

The real question has been on 
the disposition of the five million 
dollar gas tax, which Governor 

Hurley wants to reduce the state 

tax, thus to present ‘what Speaker 

Cahill called a “phoney” state tax, 

whereas the Republican majority 

want to distribute it for immediate 
work relief to the various cities 
and towns. Under this plan An- 
dover would receive slightly over 
$13,000 for work on its roads, But 
the Governor didn’t like that plan: 

he wanted to give the money to D. 

P. W. commissioner Callahan, 

whom two years ago in a pre- 

election statement he promised to 
fire in a clean-up of what Hurley 
then called the “most rottenly pol- 
luted” department. If the money 
went to the state department, “con- 
tracts would (be given out, and con- 
tractors in other elections have 
been known to donate 10% to cam- 
paign funds,” speaker Cahill said. 

The Democratic party, he said, 
is not giving us the kind of govern- 
ment the average man wants for 
himself and his children, The Re- 
publican party, however, he said, 
must recognize that the W. P. A, 
is here to stay just so long as men 
are out of work, and it must pre- 
sent an affirmative program to ap- 
peal to those boys. ‘He urged the 
party to rid the W. P. A. of its 
present political tendency, for 85% 
of the W. P. A, payroll goes to 
eight percent of the workers, the 
political “in-the-know” boys. He 
suggested that it should be made 
easier for men to get back on the 
W. P. A. when their temporary pri- 
vate employment gives out, and he 
also stated that the W. P. A. should 
give a man an opportunity to con- 
tinue on with his own trade. 

He also urged the party to realize 
that the unemployment compensa- 
tion plan is here to Stay, a highly- 
motived social advance. The party, 
however, should try to eliminate 
the political appointees from that 
huge staff, for out of 2400 only 900 
are on civil service, most of the 
others being political ward-heelers.
